A PROCLAMATION 


For Apprehenſion of Edward Whalley and William Goffe. 
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F Oꝛaſmuch as Edward Whalley, commmonly known by the name of Colonel Whalley, and 
William Goffe, commonly called Colonel Goffe, are, amongſt others, by an Act of this 
Yo.0N pelent Parliament, Entituled, An Act of Free and General Pardon, Indempnity and Oblivion, 
=P wholly excepted from Pardon, and left to 1 pꝛoteeded againſt as Traptoꝛs, foꝛ their 
e erecrable Treaſons in ſentencing to death, ſigning the Inſtrument fo; the hozrid Mur- 
1 _— = S der, oz being inſtrumental in taking away "ep! pꝛeclous Life of Our late dear Father of 
And o:alinuc as they the ſaid Edward Whalley and William Goffe, having abſented and withdzawn 
themlelves, and fled, as We have been (nfoymed, to the parts beyond the Deas, are now, as We 
certainly underſtand, lately returned into Pur Kingdom of En Aland, and do pzivately lurk and obſcure 
themſelves in places unknown ; we therefoze hav fit, by, and withthe Advice of Dur Puy 

Council, to publiſh the ſame to all Ourloving Shbjects, not doubting of their Carz, 
neſs in * apprehenſion; And we boheredy axons and OR. aſwell 1 ] umi Our 


Judges, Juſtices of the Peace, Mayozs, Sheriffs,Bayliffs, Conſtables and Headbozonghs, as alſo 
the Officers and Miniſters of our Poꝛts, and other Our Subjects Whatloever, within Dur Realms 
of England, Scotland, Ireland, 63 Dominion of Wales, and all other Dur Domintons and Territozics, 
to be diligent in Pnquiring, Searching foz, Setzing and Appꝛehending them, the ſaid Edward Whalley; 
and William Goffe, in all places whatſoe ver, alwel within Liberties as without, whom they (hall hap⸗ 
pen to Take and Appꝛehend, Our further Will and pleaſure is, That they cauſe them and either of 
them lo Appꝛehended, to be ſafely carried to the next Juſtice of the Peace, to the place where they 
dz either of them (hall be Arreſted, whom We ſtrattiy Command to Commit them and either of 
— Pꝛiſon, and pꝛeſently Pnfozm Us oz Our Pzivy Council ok their oz either of their Appꝛe⸗ 
enuons. 

And We do hereby further Declare and Publiſh, That if any Perſon oz Perſons after this Our 
Pꝛoclamation publiſhed, ſhall Directly oz Pndtrectiy Conccal, Harboz, Keep, Retain, oz Maintain 
the ſaid Edward Whalley and William Goffe, oz either of them, oꝛ ſhall Contrive oz Connive at any means 
whereby they oꝛ either of them (hall oz may Eſcape from being Taken oz Arreſted, oz (hall not uſe 
their beſt Endeavoz foꝛ their and either of their Appzehenſions, aſwell by giving due Advertiſement 

to Pur Otficers, as by all other good means; We will (as there is Juſt Caule) pzoceed a- 
gainſt them that (hall ſo neglect this Dur Commandment with all ſeverity. 

And laſtly We do hereby Declare, That whoſoever ſhall diſcover the ſaid Edward Whalley 02 Willi⸗ 
am Goffe, either within Dur Kingdoms of England, Scotland, Ireland, oz Domintons of Wales, oz in any 
other our Domintons and Lerritoztes, oz elſewhere, and ſhall cauſe them, oz either of them, to be Ap⸗ 
pꝛehended, and bzought in alive oz dead, if they oꝛ either of them, attempting Reſiſtance, happen to be 
flain, ſhall have a Rewardof One hundzed pounds in money foz each of them fo bzought in, dead oz a⸗ 
live, as afozeſatd,to be foxthwith paid unto him in recompence of ſuch his Service. 
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Given at Our Court at Whitehall the Two and twenticth day of September, in the Twelfth year of Our Reięn. 
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
